GUARANTEE TO GROW 


This is something every Nurseryman would wish to be able 
to do, but this privilege is one that is not vested in any living 
person. WHAT WE CAN DO, HOWEVER, is to help our clients 
avoid the normal pitfalls that can lead to failures. 


TALL TREES AND PLANTS 


When planting trees or plants that on receipt are 4ft or more 
in height, especially those received with bare roots, i.e., without 
soil adhering to the roots, if these are planted in positions exposed 
to wind or in loose soil, they should always be firmly staked for the 
first two years. This is to prevent the plant being rocked by wind or 
blown over after rain. If this occurs, air gaps around the roots just 
under soil level eventuate, and these air gaps can be sufficient to 
cause the roots to dry, with possible death to the tree or plant. 


FIBROUS-ROOTED PLANTS (with hair-like surface roots) 


Plants such as Rhododendrons, Azaleas, Camellias, Kalmias, etc., 
have fine hair-like surface roots which must be at soil level. If 
these subjects are planted with these roots, say two inches under 
soil level, these roots will stifle and the plant will gradually die. 
Unfortunately, on the other hand, these fine roots must not be 
allowed to be burnt up with hot summer sunshine, so until the 
plant has produced sufficient foliage to provide its own shade for 
these roots, it is necessary to protect them from the sun with a 
mulch of rotted sawdust or other similar material, above soil level. 


ACID CONDITION-LOVING PLANTS 


Plants such as Azaleas, Camellias, Daphnes, Kalmias and 
Rhododendrons like acid conditions in the soil. That is to say they 
do not like lime in the soil and must at no time be given lime. If 
the soil is naturally limy or lime has been applied to the soil on any 
previous occasion, this can be counteracted by dressing the soil 
with acid manure. A high ratio of lime can KILL these acid 
condition-loving plants. 


MANURE-SHY PLANTS 


Plants such as the South African natives, which include Bank- 
sias, Leucadendrons, Leucosperums, Proteas and Telopaeas, can 
be killed by manuring. The normal conditions they thrive in are 
hot dry conditions and good drainage when it rains. They are not 
generally suitable for average conditions experienced in the flat 
suburbs of Christchurch. 


DRY CONDITION PLANTS 


These include Beaufortia, Callistemons, Ceanothus, Cistus, 
Grevilleas, Hypercium, etc., prefer hot, dry conditions and require 
good drainage. If planted in wet, bogey conditions during winter, 
these will not survive. However, they do require some moisture 
until they become established, after being newly planted. 
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COOL, MOIST-CONDITION PLANTS 

Plants such as Aucuba, Hydrangeas, Camellias, Kalmia, Rhodo- 
dendrons will have a hard struggle if planted in hot, dry places. 
Some of the older types of Camellias and Rhododendrons would 
perhaps survive, but on the average they would turn an unhealthy 
yellowish-green and eventually give up the ghost. These subjects 
require partial shade with a cool, moist root run. 


PLANTS THAT HAVE ROOTS OF EXCESSIVE LENGTH 


If you receive a bare-rooted plant with long roots, it is always 
advisable to trim back the roots in length before planting. New 
roots, firstly, break from the terminals of the present root system, 
and if these are excessive in length they would act as a coil spring 
where shortened roots, on producing new roots, will anchor your 
plant firmly in its new position. All bare-rooted plants bought from 
us normally have the roots trimmed back before you receive them. 
Always trim off any damage to roots occurring in packing if these 
are evident on unpacking. DO NOT put the hay packing in the hole 
when planting. This will leave air pockets and the roots may dry as 
a result. If you receive a plant that has been grown in a pot or 
container of some sort and the roots are in a tight circle around the 
edges (we trust you never receive such a plant from us) these roots 
should be teased loose without removing too much soil from around 
them and, if necessary, trim back any excessive length of root. 


PLANTS THAT REQUIRE PRUNING 

Fruit trees and roses require annual pruning. When these are 
received by you, they have not been pruned, BECAUSE if they had 
been, the buds to which the branches had been pruned back, now 
becoming terminal buds, would instantly be wide open to damage 
in transit and handling, until such time as they were planted in their 
eventual position. 


PLANT LABELS 


When trees and shrubs are received they will be labelled each 
with a tree tag stating the variety, and in the case of most shrubs, 
a brief description. These tree tags should always be removed from 
the plant when it is planted. If it is not removed the string might 
not slip and loosen as the plant makes growth and the wood expands. 
If the string does NOT slip it will in all probability strangle that 
particular stem to which it is attached and, as this in most cases is 
the Leader, could spoil the specimen completely. Also, by removing 
the labels, it stops telling the world at large that the plants have 
been recently planted and can in consequence be very easily taken 
out of the ground. Unfortunately, plant pilfering is not uncommon. 
The labels should always be kept until the end of the first year, as 
if occasion arises for some query with reference to the plant’s 
purchase, it is always helpful if the supplier’s label accompanies the 
query. If at any time there is a complaint, let the supplier have the 
honour of being the FIRST to hear of it. All too often the supplier 
is the last to hear, if at all. This procedure always leads to better 
business relations and does stop mountains growing out of mole-hills. 


We trust, with the foregoing remarks, our new gardening friends 
do not give up in distress. Remember, a plant is a living thing that 
wants to GROW and, given a reasonable chance, it will. Like all 
things YOUNG IN AGE it may need a lttle attention for the first 
two or three months after being transplanted. For that little extra 
attention while it is settling into its new home, it will amply repay 
you.

WHEN LAYING OUT A NEW GARDEN 


If you are planting a new garden or are remodelling an existing 
one, it is most important to ensure that the soil is well worked to a 
stage where it is friable. If it is excessively heavy, i.e., inclined to 
dry out in hard lumps, it is better to delay planting for even two 
years while you improve the soil structure by adding rotted sawdust, 
river sand or green manure. Very few plants will give good results 
in heavy, soggy soil conditions. 


It is most important to clear new ground of any twitch before 
planting, as it could be impossible to eradicate from the centre of 
fibrous-rooted shrubs if it is allowed to remain and grow unchecked. 


Planting Distances 


There are two systems of planting new gardens. The best is to 
plant at the correct spacing required for the subjects planted. The 
average plant has a spread, when fully developed, of approximately 
two-third of its ultimate height. That is to say, if it grows to 12ft 
its spread will be approximately 8ft. This is only a general rule, 
some plants growing wider than they do in height, and others grow 
tall and slender. If a plant is not allowed the air space to develop in 
growth, both in diameter as well as in height, it will reach to the 
sky for light and may become a distorted specimen. By planting at 
correct spacing, looking to the future, the borders will look a trifle 
empty for a few years, but the trees and shrubs will be allowed to 
develop correctly, and will obviate removing overgrown spoilt speci- 
mens ten years or so after planting. 


__ The other method of planting is to deliberately over-plant and, 
within a period of four to five years, remove every second plant to 
allow the remainder the room they require to develop. 
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ABELIA: Hardy evergreen shrubs flowering in the summer months. 
They make excellent specimen shrubs and are suitable for 
fences. 


Grandiflora E., 6ft. Attractive glossy bronzy-green foliage with 
a profusion of tubular blush-pink flowers, followed by showy 
red bracts in summer. $1.25 each.

Fresh bright red foliage in 
spring which deepens to purplish-crimson in the summer 
and again turning to bright scarlet in the autumn before the 
leaves drop.

These dwarf Australian shrubs are very popular for 
their rich perfume. They require light soils (good drainage) 
enriched with leaf mould, a sunny situation, no lime, and 
reasonable pruning after flowering. Do not cultivate too 
close to the stem of the plant. 

Heterphylla. An erect, much-branched shrub. Heavily clothed 
with rich deep green leaves and covered with whorls of 
slightly scented rosy-carmine flowers in spring. $1.05 each.

As a result 
the plant does not stand still for the first year after being trans- 
planted, but leaps ahead. 


2. Container grown plants can be planted out at any time of the 
year, even in mid-summer. Those planted in the autumn, especially 
during March and April, and the spring months up to and 
immediately prior to Christmas, will quickly get a grip. To the 
Home Gardener this allows much of the planting to be done in 
more pleasant weather conditions than is sometimes experienced 
in mid-winter. 

3. To give any recently planted shrub or plant a boost we strongly 
recommend MAXICROP, the concentrated Seaweed Manure. 
Plants can either be dipped in Maxicrop solution before planting 
or the hole watered before completely filling. 

If you would like to take any plants in the containers in which 
they are grown, a charge is made for the container, but this is 
fully refundable if the container is returned to us in good order.
